ſaid Maſter was to compute, and tax the Reſpondents their Coſts of that Suit to be paid by the Appellants, 
who were to ſet out of their own Lands, or purchaſe ſo much Land of Inheritance, as ſhould effectually 
anſwer to the ſaid Charity 200 J. per ann. which the ſaid Maſter was to look into, and ſee tlie ſame ſettled in 
the Name of the Appellants, in truſt for the {aid Chatity, according to the ſaid Will. And it was thereby 


The Gem iliac al wa declared, that the ſaid Charity ought not to pay any Taxes, but the Preacher ought ts pay Takes out of his 


paid io the time of the Bill Salary. In purſuance of which Order, the ſaid Maſter made his Report on the Twentieth Day of May laſt; 


and thereby charged the Appellants with 200 / per ann. from Lady-day, 1698, to Lad du, 1702, being four 
years, and allowed the Appellants (as paid to the ſaid Charity in Money) no mote than 166/. 8s. 44. per 
ann. ſo that he reported them Debtors 164 J. 13 5. 8 4. and refuſed to allow the Taxes paid by the Appellants 
for the ſaid four years, and the Repairs of the Hoſpital, and of the Eſtate at Hatcham, and Loſs of Rents; 
and Charges of Receiver and Returning of Money, and Carriage of Cloaths; all amounting to about -ol. 
per ann. it being inſiſted by the Reſpondents Counſel, that the Appellants were, by the ſaid Order, barred 
from ſuch Allowances ; and that the ſaid Order was enrolled; which was a very great Surprize to the Appellants, 
who humbly inſiſt, that the ſaid 200 / per ann. being in Lands, did and do pay Taxes, and are ſubject to 
the other Charges and Out-goings demanded by the Appellants, who never had more than 200 J. per ann in 
Lands, for the ſaid Charity; and if they ſhould pay 200 J. per ann. (above the ſaid Taxes and other Out-goings) 
it would amount to near 100 / per ann. more than the ſaid 200 l. per aun. And the Reſpondents do allow, 
that the Appellants do pay unto them 1661. 8 5. 44. which, with Charges of Repairs, Receiving and Returning 
of Money, amounts to more than 200 J. pef ann. beſides Taxes; ſo that the Appellants are, and always have 
been, great Loſers by paying the ſaid 1667. 85. 4 4. cleat, to the ſaid Charity, out of Lands of 2001 per 
ann. And they are likewiſe ordered to pay Coſts, altho they have been, and are like to be ſuch Lolers as 
aforeſaid, and are not in any Fault, nor ought to pay Coſts, as they humbly conceive: = 


Wherefore they bumbly appeal froth the ſaid Urder, and pray that the ſame thay be Reverſed, 
and the Appellants Relieved in the Matters aforeſaid, touching the ſaid Taxet,
